A BILL

To provide for additional assistance for the preservation of historic

structures under title I of the National Housing Act.
1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
3 That this Act may be cited as the “Historic Properties Im-
4 provement Loan Insurance Act of 1978”.

Src. 2. (a) The first paragraph of section 2 (a) of the
National Housing Act is amended by striking out “, and, as
used in this section, the term ‘historic structures’ means’ and

all that follows through the period at the end thereof and
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inserting in lieu thereof the following: “. The term ‘historic

10 structures’ means structures which are listed in the National
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Register of Historie Plaees or whieh are loeated in & regis-
Interior as being of histerie sionifieance to the distriet The
listed in the National Register of Historie Places; and {B)
any distriet (i whieh is designated under & statute of the
approprinte State or loeal government; i sueh statute is eerti-
fied by the Seeretary of the Interior to the Seerctary as eon-
eanee to the distriet; and (i) whieh is eertified by the See-
retary of the Interior to the Seeretary as meeting sabsten-
tiedly all of the requirements for the listing of distriets in the
National Register: The term “preservation” means restoration
or rehabilitation of an historie strueture whieh the Seeretary

of the Tnterior has eertified to the Seerotery as being eon-

distriet in whieh sueh property is leeated== Register of His-
toric Places, or which are determined by the Secretary of the
Interior as meeting the criteria for placement on the National
Register of Hustoric Places, or which are located in a regis-
tered historic district. The term ‘registered historic district
means (A) any district listed in the National Register of
Historic Places, or (B) any district which 1is designated

under a statute of the appropriate State or local government
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if such statute 1s certified by the Secretary of the Interior
to the Secretary us containing criteria which will substantially
achieve the purposes of preserving and rehabilitating build-
ings of historic significance to the district. The term ‘preser-
vation’ means restoration or rehabilitation of an historic
structure consistent with the historic character of such
property or the district in which such property is located.”.

(b) The next-to-last undesignated paragraph of section
2 (b) of such Act is amended—

(1) by striking out “$15,000 per family unit” in
subparagraph (1) and inserting in lieu thereof “$35,000
per unit; except that such amount may be increased to
$50,000 in any geographical area where the Secretary,
in consultation with the Secretary of the Interior, deter-
mines such an increase is necessary because of the cost
levels in such area’; and

(2) by striking out “fifteen’” in subparagraph (2)

and inserting in lieu thereof “twenty-five”.
